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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as unofficial opinions by members of the Jury 
especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal dis- 
cussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury. 


CWASSS Ay I PRO} Pd 
“"’ MONASTERY IN THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS” 


This was one of the best projets that we have judged in a long time. There was a very high standard 
of excellence, and, on the whole, a mature grasp of the rather unusual requirements of a monastery. 

I have before me photographs of the three 1st Medals and the nine 2nd Medals. I wish I had also the 
Mentions that missed being medals by a few votes; some of them showed a real feeling for beauty in mass 
and silhouette, and missed a medal through a faulty parti or by not stressing sufficiently the shrine or 
miracle. 

Before taking up the projets in detail I will put down a few of the many reactions of our Jury, 
criticisms that prevented a drawing from attaining a medal, or that put an otherwise good Mention into 
the Half Mention Class. 

1. “Jagged rock outline’’—monastery and shrine with chapel over must not be on flat plateau. 

2. “Fifty monks and lay brothers.’”’ Small intimate group of buildings. 

3. “Chapel’”—A large church was out of character. Ses ; 

4. Nothing was said in the programme about the public or “wayfarers’’ visiting the shrine and 
chapel. This proved to be the “catch” in the problem. Those who divided, in their esquisses, the 
monastery into two parts with the chapel in between were, with a few exceptions, penalized. For we felt 
it would interfere seriously with the functioning of the group to have the public pass through the 
monastery in order to reach the chapel and shrine. I advise you all to watch very carefully, while en loge, 
falling into an error of parti such as this, as many did. It required sound reasoning, an ability of throwing 
away any preconceived notion of a syr-metrical plan that interferes with proper functioning of the parts, 
and an ability really to project yourselves into the point of view of one who might be living there. 

5. “A refectory with kitchens”—bringing food and supplies up on to a jagged rock is no joke. You 
will find that most of the medal drawings considered carefully the location of the kitchens for accessibility 
from below. : 

6. “Beyond the walls—a hospice.’’ Many projets, even some medals had the hospice so far beyond 
the walls that it was ugly in plan and seemed impractical, particularly as each student could make his 
own contours to suit himself. The most pleasing solution seemed to us to have the hospice just below the 
walls, part of the general mass and easily accessible for service. : 

Regarding the individual medal projets, you will note the great difference in type between the three 
First Medals. But all three solved the problem perfectly and avoided the pitfalls referred to in the six 
paragraphs above. Goldman, of Armour, had the simplest plan. A very real touch of modern set-back 
design, which is of course as old as the hills, like everything we call new. It recalls our wonderful American 
Pueblo architecture. His plan is utterly simple, direct; and when you see this drawing later on tour you 
will realize what a masterly snow rendering Goldman has achieved. 
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Scheick of Illinois submitted a scholarly projet, charming in silhouette, using the apse of the chapel 
as his most decorative element. He has a fine public fore court, completely isolated from the monastery 
proper except for a small door to the Abbot’s house, and also a fine feeling for differences of level in his 
monastery group. Knowlton of Yale, even with a mediocre rendering, completely captivated the Jury 
with his bit of Mont St. Michel, so cleverly did he surround his chapel in an ever mounting silhouette, 
with a liveable monastery group. His patron told us later that Knowlton made several clay models before 
arriving at this well studied projet. This was just the type of subject for studying in that medium. 

The second medals present a variety of solutions and, except for Lienhard of Yale, avoided the six 
serious mistakes enumerated above; and he had such a compact layout with such a beautiful elevation 
that we forgave him his divided monastery. 

Gnerre and Granelli, the twins of Atelier Morgan, annoyed the Jury somewhat on account of the 
striking similarity of their projets. 

Bennett of Harvard, had a perfectly arrived, beautifully studied projet with his flowing well miracle, 
but he missed his first medal because everything seemed far too big for fifty monks. 

Smith of Atelier Adams-Nelson, had the most romantic solution, but he had such funny bumpy rooms 
in his monastery. 

Waite of Pennsylvania, had a simple solution, in fact just what we felt was right in arrangement of 
monastery on one side and chapel and Abbot on the other. If he could have hitched his hospice on to 
his main group he might have made the top grade. ” 

McKeever of Carnegie, Armstrong of Pennsylvania and Grant of Columbia, had good projets. 
McKeever’s chapel was too remote and Grant’s had a well grouped elevation, but an unconvincing plan. 

The day following the judgment I returned to the Institute to restudy your projets and see if, after 
a good night’s sleep, I still thought we had done a good job and a fair one by you all. Our judgment had 
started at 5:30 and lasted till 1:30 A.M. There were 437 projets, and each projet had not only to be 
judged for H. C. (the day before) but judged for grade, reviewed by another Jury and then fought over 
by the combined three Juries for medals. On this second visit I picked out 22 drawings in addition to the 
medal awards to send on tour. Most of the mentions selected were drawings which came up for medal 
award, a few having missed by only one vote. I felt on this second visit that-the Medal Jury had been 
severe on several of the Southern California students, all of whose renderings were beautifully done in 
opaque water color, but whose plans were complicated, hard to read as well as being in unpleasant shades 
of brown, not as pleasing as the elevations. I strongly advise the use of a variety of renderings for any 
given projet, as originality on the part of each student is one of the attributes the jury is most anxious 
to reward. ArcuiBaLp M. Brown, New York, N. Y. 


CLASS “B” I PROJET 
““’ MONASTIC CHAPEL” 


In presenting this problem to the students for solution, the author undoubtedly had in mind a more 
picturesque quality than a problem of everyday practical conditions. It was simple in requirements with 
a dramatic setting. 

The Jury, in review, before proceeding with the judgment, raised several questions. 

A number of the students, in solving the problem, presented for their front elevation the elevation 
viewed from the apse and treated this with an entrance below the level of the chapel floor, this they 
determined to allow. In discussing the plans, the elements of the program calling for a separation of the 
portion of the nave devoted to the lay-brothers and monks and the space devoted to the fifty travellers, 
was stressed as being an important feature. 

In giving the awards, the Jury realized that this was the first Class ““B” Projet of the year and were 
quite lenient in consequence, as to the conditions of the program. The students, generally speaking, did 
not pay particular attention to the scale and showed plans that answered more than three times the 
requirements of the program. Also, the architectural treatment of the elevation and section, in many 
instances, was not at all characteristic of a chapel, giving more an idea of a large church edifice. 

A number of the students did not take into consideration the rugged nature of the site and their 
designs showed fagades with a great deal of cut stone and an elaboration of carving quite out of place 
with the environment. 

Crosses were given to the drawings for lack of interpretation of the program and for rather glaring 
faults of scale. 

Half Mentions were given to such drawings, while not in the spirit of the program, still showed 
study, arrangement and presentation. 

Mentions were given to drawings that showed an understanding of the qualifications of the program 
and carried out in character and size of design, the spirit of a chapel and more or less appropriate to the 
locality. The First Mentions were of course superior to the Mentions and in the award of the First 
Mention Placed you find the Jury’s opinion of the nearest approach to excellence of the drawings 
submitted in this competition. 

A general review of the drawings submitted showed that quite a large majority of drawings had 
received awards and that for this time of the year, and for Class ““B” Projet, the exhibition had considerable 
merit. The number of drawings submitted was in excess of that at this time last year.

“BALUSTRADE” 


At one end of a large ballroom is a balcony intended 
for the use of the orchestra and across the front of 
this balcony is to be placed a bronze screen or balus- 
trade. 

The width of the balcony is fifteen feet and the 
height of the balustrade is to be three and one-half feet. 

The problem, therefore, is to design a balustrade fif- 
teen feet long and three and one-half feet high, which 
shall have a horizontal rail at the top and bottom. 
These rails are to be connected by an openwork design 
or pattern made up of both figures and ornament.

CLASS “A” I PROJET 
“A MONASTERY IN THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS” 


A religious order of monks has determined to con- 
struct a monastic establishment on a spot where a recent 
miracle has occurred in an isolated region of the Rocky 
Mountains. ‘They here propose to create a shrine, de- 
vote their lives in esthetic reverence to its perpetuation, 
and further to lend a hand, as do the monks of St. 
Benedict to the wayfarers who traverse this desolate 
country. 

The site is of a jagged rock outline adjoining a 
mountain pass on one, and falling away precipitously 
on the remaining three sides. he contour of the site, 
from the level of the pass is roughly a cone with a base 
of 500 feet. The shelf or mesa where the shrine is to 
be erected, rises 100 feet above the pass. 

The monastery shall be composed of the following 
elements: 

1. A chapel over the shrine consecrated to the patron 

saint of the order. 

2. The Abbe or Abbot’s house. 

3. A cloister, which may be an arcaded court or a 
link between various elements. 

A refectory, with kitchens. 

A library, with ten small adjoining ateliers for 
the practice of manual arts, and ten small cells for 
solitary study. 

6. A dormitory for fifty monks and lay brothers. 

7. A gate lodge, and 

8. Beyond the walls of the monastery a hospice to 

accommodate in a very simple manner about fifty 
guests. : 

The space allotted for the group shall not exceed 
500 feet in any direction.

“A SWIMMING POOL” 


A rich man’s estate is to contain a swimming pool 
along the north side or end of which is to be constructed 
a terrace and two small bath houses, one for men and 
one for women. Steps, balustrades, pergolas, fountains, 
sculpture, etc., may complete the effect of this composi- 
tion which should be the most decorative part of the 
estate. 

The bath houses shall each contain a small sitting 
room, three or four dressing stalls, a shower, and a 
toilet. hese requirements may be disposed on one or 
two levels, and each bath house may be of any desired 
shape. Further, the levels of the bath house floors, ter- 
races and pool are left to the option of the student. 

Between the two bath houses and overlooking the pool 

shall be a terrace where guests may sit and take refresh- 
ment before or after swimming. The side of the pool 
adjoining the terrace may take any form, but at no 
point shall the distance exceed fifty feet to the rear or 
north walls of the bath houses from the water.
